2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The Amendment submitted on July 29, 2009, has been entered. Claims 2, 14, 17, and 18 have been 
cancelled. Claims 16 and 19 have been amended. Therefore, the pending claims are 1,3- 13, 15, 16, and 19 
-21. 

4. The cancellation of claims 14, 17, and 18 renders moot the rejection of those claims set forth in the 
previous Office Action. 

5. The objection of claim 16 is withdrawn since claim 16 has been amended to be an independent 
claim, which includes all the limitations of the claims from which it depended. 

6. The rejection of claim 19 is withdrawn since it has been amended to depend on claim 16 instead of 
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claim 14. Claim 19 was amended above to make it clear that it was amended to depend from claim 16 
instead of claim 14. 

7. Claim 16 is allowed for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Action since it has been amended 
to be an independent claim. Claim 19 is allowed for the same reasons since it now depends from claim 16. 

8. Claim 1, 3-13,15, 20, and 21 are allowed for the reasons of record.
